We, The Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland, beg to submit to your 
Grace our Report for the year 1877.

I. — Sale op Tenanted Lands, &c. 

(a.) Yearly and other Tenures and terminable Leaseholds — Sales to Tenants. 

During the past year 707 holdings have been sold to the tenants in possession. The 
annual rent of these holdings was £6,614, and the purchase-money £157,232. The 
average rate of purchase was 23§ times the rent. 

Twelve chief rents have been sold. Annual amount, £28. Purchase-money, £703. 

Twenty-seven stipends formerly payable to the clergy and vested in us by “ The 
Irish Church Act, 1869,” have been sold. Annual amount, £754. Purchase-money, 
£16,597. 

The 707 tenants who have become purchasers during the past year, added to the 4,536 
returned as purchasers in our last report, make up a total of 5,243 tenants who have 
.bought their holdings. 

We have received reports showing that considerable improvements have already been 
effected on their properties by the new owners; new houses have been built, and 
fencing, draining, and reclamation of bog land are proceeding in many places.

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Considering that the tenants were obliged to use the utmost exertion to provide the 
purchase-money for their farms — in many instances selling their stock of cattle for that 
purpose — and that their resources were in some cases thereby entirely exhausted, it is 
a matter of surprise that so much has been done and that the beneficial result of the 
measures adopted in the Irish Church Act for creating a class of small proprietors can 
already be so plainly observed. 

Yearly and other Tenures, &c. — Sales to the Public. 

One thousand and six holdings of tenants who did not avail themselves of their right 
of purchase have been sold to the public. The rent of these holdings was £9,240 ; the 
amount of purchase-money, £205,507. The rate of purchase was over 22 times the rent. 

There remain 1,515 holdings still to be sold. 

(b.) Perpetuity Rents. 

Twenty-six Perpetuity Rents have been sold. Annual amount, £1,317. Purchase- 
money, £32,925, the rate of purchase being 25 times the annual value as fixed by the 
34th section of “ The Irish Church Act, 1869.” 

The annual amount of the 1,090 Perpetuity Rents still unsold is £74,082. 

(c.) Renewable Leaseholds. 

Thirty renewable leaseholds and leaseholds dealt with as renewable have been 
sold. The annual rents and renewal fines of these leaseholds amounted to £600 ; 
and the purchase-money to £21,820. The purchase-money, however, included in every 
case the arrears of fines due, so that the figures above given do not show the number of 
years purchase of the annual value of this property which was received. The property 
was, in fact, sold for about twenty-seven years’ purchase of the annual rents and fines, 
the arrears of fines being also paid up. 

There are still 124 holdings of this class to be disposed of. 

(d.) Copyholds. 

During the past year we have disposed of the greater part of the Manor of Kilmoon, 
the only estate in Ireland held by a copyhold tenure. 

The Manor of Kilmoon was granted by the Crown to the Archbishop of Armagh, in 
1614. The nature of the tenure was this : — The tenants held their lands at a small quit 
rent, payable half-yearly. On every change of tenancy, whether by death or by transfer, 
it was necessary to surrender the lands to the steward of the manor, who was the 
servant of the lord. The incoming tenant paid a fine amounting to double the full 
annual value of the holding vacated, and on payment was formally admitted as tenant 
by the steward, who recorded the admission on the Court Roll, a copy of which roll was 
the tenant’s title to his land. 

There were sixteen copyholders on the manor when the property came into our 
possession by the commutation of His Grace the Archbishop of Armagh, and of these 
twelve have either bought or agreed to buy their holdings at the price fixed by us, 
leaving four holdings still unsold. 

The total quit-rent of the twelve holdings that have been purchased was £14 145., 
and the price calculated on this rent, and on the average of fines receivable was £6,791 . 

(e.) Sales in the Landed Estates Court. 

One hundred and thirty-five holdings, of the annual value of £1,299, have been 
sold in the Landed Estates Court for £28,028, being on an average almost 21f- years’ 
purchase of the rental. 

II. — Sale op Untenanted Lands, &c. 

(a.) See-Houses, Glebe-Houses and Mensal Lands, sold to- The Representative 
Church Body. 

Two see-houses and 151 glebe-houses, with the mensal lands decided to be necessary 
for the convenient enjoyment of each house, have been vested in The Representative 
Church Body, pursuant to the 27th and 28th sections of “ The Irish Church Act, 
1869,” subject to £435 12s. 9d. a year head rent, for the sum of £62,887 7s. 6d. 
Of this amount £33,179 13s. 7d, only was received in the year 1877, the balance will 
appear in the accounts for 1878. 
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See-houses and glebe-houses are sold to The Representative Church Body, on special 
terms, much below their value, pursuant to the directions of the 27th section. 

All the see-houses have been disposed of. There remain 227 glebe-houses still to be 
sold. 




(b.) Residues of Mensal Lands excluded from sales to The Representative Church Body, sale of resi- 

Residues of mensal lands of the annual value of £3,186 17s. 4 d. decided to be saUand™ 611 
unnecessary for the convenient enjoyment of the adjoining see-houses and glebe-houses, 
untenanted, and therefore subject to no conditions or rights, were sold for £89,468 4s. 8 d., 
the average rate of sale being twenty-eight years purchase of the annual value. 



III. — Sale and Conversion of Tithe Rent-charge. Sale and 

During the year tithe rent-charge of the annual amount of £2,394 16s. 3d. has been of tithe 1011 
sold for £50,672 7s. 3d. in cash, and tithe rent-charge of the annual amount of rent-charge. 
£5,122 10s. 9 d. has been converted into terminable annuities. 

The annual amount of the tithe rent-charge unsold and unconverted is £217,353, 
payable in 24,392 items. 



IV. — Collection of Revenue and Purchase-money. 

Summary of Sales. Summary of 

During the past year we have sold property to the amount of £754,399 ; of this sum sales ‘ 
£403,599 was paid in cash, and £350,800 secured by mortgage. A statement giving 
the particulars of the sales of property during the whole period of the Commission, and Appendix 
also a schedule of purchasers of lands, held under yearly tenures or terminable leases, 
between 1st July, 1876, and 31st December, 1877, being a continuation of a return 
made to an order of the House of Lords in 1876, will be found in the appendix.

Summary of Receipts. Summary of 

Our total receipts in. cash for the year have been £1,076,802 ; of which sum £403,599 recei P ts - 
was purchase-money in respect of sales effected during the year. 



The amount of arrears as shown in our accounts appears large, but as has been explained 
in a previous report this is owing to its including a large portion of the half-year’s tithe 
rent-charge and half-year’s rents due on the 1st November, and also the half-year’s rents 
due on the 25th December. The rentals are closed at a date when the collection of the 
November tithe rent-charge and. 'rents has only commenced, and when the December 
rents have not been demanded. Every possible exertion has been made to recover arrears, 
and there is a reduction of £10,288 on the 31st December, 1877, as compared with the 
31st December, 1876. In many cases of long standing the money due has been 
received, and in others it has been secured by decrees against the debtors. 



Payments by Neio Owners. Punctuaf- 

It is satisfactory that we are able to state that the payments due by new owners mcksbT 
have been generally punctual. We have on our books 3,347 persons paying annually newp.ro- 
£103,562 2s. id. in respect of instalments of purchase-money, and of interest on pnetors... 
purchase-money, outstanding on mortgage. Of these 3,347 persons, only 21 owed on 
the 31st December last more than the half-year’s gale then in course of collection, and 
their united arrears then amounted to £475 11s. 3d. 



V.— Payment of Annuitants. Annuitants. 

The annuitants on our books have been reduced during the year by deaths and 
commutations from 384 to 362. The amount of the annuities payable on the 1st 
January, 1877, was £23,794 10s., and on the 1st January, 1878, £21,826 9s. 2c?. 

VI.— Discharge of Liabilities. Discharge of 

During the past year we have paid to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the liabllities - 
National Debt, £900,000 in repayment of advances, and £263,07 L for interest; total, 
£1,163,071.

The amount of our debt to those Commissioners at 31st December, 1877, was 
£7,200,000, which has been further reduced by a payment of £300,000 on 31st January, 
to £6,900,000, at the date of this report. 

VII. — Miscellaneous.' 

Compensation to Owners of Advowsons. 

The sum of £33/518 5s. IQd. has been paid during the last year in compensations. 

All business under this head is now finished. The total number of claims which we 
allowed was 351, and the amount of compensation granted was £778,887 17s. 10 d. 

Expenses of Commission. 

The total expenses of the Commission for the past year — including legal branch, 
£3,564 — have been £25,887, being a reduction of £2,146, as compared with the total 
expenses £28,033 for the year 1876/ 

We have received during the year £3,548 for legal costs and fees. Setting these 
receipts against the expenses above given, the entire cost of the Commission has been 
£22,339 for 1877. 

National Monuments. 

In the year 1874 we vested in the Secretary of the Commissioners of Public Works in 
Ireland, under the provisions of the 25th section of “ The Irish Church Act, 1869,” a small 
number of ruinous ecclesiastical structures, to be preserved as National Monuments. 

The propriety of adding very considerably to the number of such monuments has 
recently occupied our attention. The remains of churches, abbeys, and round towers 
interesting both by their antiquity and their architecture, are very numerous in Ireland, 
and the powers conferred on us by the Irish Church Act gave an opportunity which 
might never recur of rescuing from decay and destruction these relics of an ancient 
civilization. 

We found that many of the most interesting of the ruins were in such a condition 
that if neglected for a few years more they would be likely to perish, whereas by timely 
reparation and care they might be saved from the destruction which appeared to await 
them. 

We finally determined not to confine the operation of the 25th section to the narrow 
limits to which it had been restricted by the vesting orders made by us in 1874, but to 
extend the application of its provisions very widely. 

Accordingly after careful consideration of the multitude of cases which claimed 
attention on various grounds, and after consultation and correspondence with eminent 
archaeologists, we ultimately made choice of 105 additional structures which appeared 
to be the most deserving of maintenance as National Monuments, and vested them in 
the Secretary of the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland. 

A schedule of these structures, together with schedules of those/ previously vested, and 
a copy of the order relating to them will be found in the Appendix to this Eeport. 

We have handed over a total sum of £50,000 to the Commissioners of Public Works 
in Ireland for the purpose of preserving and maintaining as National Monuments the 
structures enumerated in all the schedules.

NATIONAL MONUMENTS ORDER. 



IRISH CHURCH TEMPORALITIES COMMISSION. 

Wednesday, the 12 th day of December, 1877. 

Whereas, by an Order dated the 27th October, 1874, in pursuance of the 25th Section of "The 
Irish Church Act, 1869,” certain Churches, Ecclesiastical Buildings, and Structures, in the said 
Order mentioned, as set forth in the Second Schedule hereto annexed, were vested in the Secretary 
of The Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland, to be preserved as National Monuments, and by 
said Order a sum of £7,100 was transferred to the said Secretary to be applied by the said Commis- 
sioners in maintaining the said Churches, Buildings, and Structures : And whereas by a further 
Order dated the 16th December, 1874, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Churches, Ecclesiastical 
Buildings, and Structures, in the said Order mentioned, as set forth in the Third Schedule hereto 
annexed, were vested in the Secretary of The Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland to be 
preserved as National Monuments, and by said Order a sum of £15,454 was transferred to the 
said Secretary to be applied by the said Commissioners in maintaining the said Churches, Buildings, 
and Structures : And whereas The Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland have deemed 
it expedient that the powers vested in them by the Twenty-fifth Section of the said Act should be 
further exercised, and the said Commissioners, having made due inquiries, have ascertained that the 
several Churches, Ecclesiastical Buildings, and other Structures in the First Schedule to this Order 
contained are deserving of being maintained as National Monuments by reason of their architectural 
character and antiquity, and have accordingly determined to vest the same in manner hereinafter 
mentioned : 

Now it is this day Ordered by The Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland, pursuant 
to the powers vested in them, that the several Churches, Ecclesiastical Buildings, and other 
Structures specified in the First Schedule hereunto annexed, do Vest in the Secretary of The Com- 
missioners of Public Works in Ireland, to be held by such Secretary, his Heirs and Assigns, upon 
trust for The Commissioners of Public Works, to be preserved as National Monuments, and not to be 
used as Places of Public Worship. And it is further Ordered that a sum of £27,446 be paid to the 
said Secretary to be held upon trust for the said Commissioners, in addition to the sum of £22,554 
previously paid, making in all the sum of £50,000, to be applied by them in maintaining the 
Churches, Ecclesiastical Buildings, and Structures by this and the former Orders vested.
